“At Perth on June 13th 1833 about six o’clock in the afternoon John Wilson 
aged twenty-three, killed Robert Lyon aged nineteen, by means of a pistol. 
If an unfortunate accident or the witless violence of unsavoury deviates, 
this would be of little significance then or now. That the principals were 
respectable students-at-law, that the encounter was an “affair of honour’, 
that the survivor was tried for murder, acquitted and later returned to the 
same court as a judge has assured the event an established place in Ontario 
folklore.”

The fatal duel at Perth — the altercation that prompted legislation ban- 
ning duels by pistol in Upper Canada — arose from circumstances 
involving a young school teacher, Elizabeth Hughes, newly arrived in 
Perth, Ontario, and the two men who became part of the fabric of her 
life. These men, student-at-law John Wilson and part time militia offi- 
cer Henri Leliévre, were essentially would-be suitors. Wilson, we are 
told, was turgid, unimaginative, and a bit dull. Leliavre, a militia officer, 
was dashing, outspoken, slightly corrupt and generally attractive. When 
Elizabeth Hughes took a lengthy and unescorted ride down the country 
roads of Perth with Monsieur Leliévre, tongues began to wag, as they did 
and still do in small Ontario towns. Another young student-at-law, 
Robert Lyon, couldn’t resist antagonizing Elizabeth’s more solemn suit- 
or and sent John Wilson an anonymous letter outlining the salient 
details of Miss Hughes’ afternoon ride with Monsieur Leligyre. The text 
of that letter survives to this day ... 


“Leliévre sat alongside Miss Hughes, with his arms about her in a position 
which no woman of spirit would permit.” 


Wilson became incensed by the insult aimed at the woman he imagined 
to be his eventual wife and in his irrational anger, challenged not 
Leliévre, but the writer of the missive, Robert Lyon, to a duel by pistol. 
Lyon was killed and Elizabeth was left with a unique dilemma. With the 
attention of Upper Canada turned upon her and with both of her suit- 
ors left alive (arguably not the usual result of a duel), Miss Elizabeth 
Hughes of Perth, Ontario, faced a compelling choice.

A Note about the Party Music in Scene 2 


There are several authentic pieces incorporated into the party music. 
The quadrille borrows phrases from Le Carnival de Québec by Ernest 
Gagnon (1834-1915) and from Quadrille Canadien by Antoine Dessane 
(1826-73) and combines them with some original phrases by Gary 
Kulesha. The waltz is an arrangement of part of Post Horn Waltz with 
Variations (written before 1823) by Theodore F Molt (1795-1856). The 
reel is an adaptation of an untitled reel from the Allen Ash Manuscript, 
and was either composed by or collected by Allen Ash (1800-1889).
